Barbers’ Poles. 

Anciently barbers were surgeons, es- 
pecially in cases of bleeding. To as- 
sist this operation the patient used to 
grasp a staff or pole, which was al- 
ways kept near the barber surgeon. 
To this staff was tied a tape, which 
was used in bandaging the patient's 
arm. When not in use the pole was 
hung outside as a sign of the work 
| performed inside. Later a stick paint- | 
| ed to represent the pole was left in the 
| doorway. At first surgeons’ poles were | 
painted with red and white stripes, 

with a brass knob or basin at the end, 
| while mere barbers were required to 
have them white and blue. This stat- | 
ute was still in force in England in 
1297. The last barber-surgeon died in | 
London in 1821.—New York American. | 


The people of Tibet make their tea 
in a complex fashion. They get it in 
“pricks,” which are brought overland 
from China by caravan. When a Ti- 
betan wants to make tea he takes a 
| piece of tea brick, pulverizes it and 
| boils it in a kettle for n few minutes 
| with a sufficiency of water and a pinch 
| of salt. Then he puts the mixture into 
| a little churn, adding a bit of butter and 
|a small quantity of fine ground barley. 
| These things he churns vigorousy for 
| a few minutes and then pours the stuff 
| into the teapot. A strainer of bamboo 
| is used. Each person in Tibet carries 
| his or her own tea bowl, which is of | 
wood, tucked into the folds of the body 
garment or robe.
